One 
is a model EA-3 and one is a model EA-2. These seem to be electrically 
identical with minor cosmetic differences. Both amps must be in the = 


10-20 watt range. They use EL-84/6BQ5 output tubes. They both seem to be = 


all original with no modifications. The EA-3 has a nicer cabinet, better 
styling and plastic feet that it sits on. The EA-2 is missing the = 

Heathkit logo. Untested. As-is. Prefer someone to buy both for $60. Or = 
sell the nicer one for $40 and the other one for $30.

Waters 1003-B Diode Curve Tracer. This is a medium-size 3 inch scope = 
that has banana jacks for testing diodes. Controls allow for adjusting 
forward MA and reverse volts. A switch selects which test to = 
run--forward MA or reverse volts or standby. This gets a clean, stable 
trace that starts in the center of the graticule and runs either up or = 
to the left depending on which test is selected. I have no manual for = 
this and have no clue how to use this--it's not obvious because there = 
are many binding posts where a test diode might be attached. But the = 
trace does seem to respond to all the controls. I opened it up and it is 
clean inside. It uses 2 12AX7's for amplifiers, 3 6X4's for providing = 
test voltage or current, a 1X2 for CRT high voltage and if I read this = 
right, a 3AW1 CRT. The cabinet has some scratches but is very good = 
overall, same with the front panel. The leather handle on top is intact 
and strong. And that's all I know about this. Offered here AS-IS. $45
